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The new Warm Air Research 
Residence for which plans have just 
been announced at the University 
of Illinois may well be the most 
important new house of 1958. It 
will be the fourth research house to 
be built at the campus by the Na- 
tional Warm Air Heating and Air 
Conditioning Association. 

Cooperative research in • home 
heating has been carried on by the 
university with the association since 
1919. More than half a million 
dollars has been provided for this 
by the heating industry. Results 
are public property and have bene- 
fited everyone. 

The results have included better 
heating plants and installation meth- 
ods, greater comfort through insula- 
tion and new heating systems, and 
air conditioning. Research has been 
both in the laboratory and under 
actual home conditions. 

The world's first heating re- 
search house was built at Illinois in 
1924 by the association. The new 
research house of 1958 will be an 
8-room, Vh -bath' split-level home 
with four bedrooms, 2,000 square 
feet of usable space, and built-in 
double garage. 

Research equipment twill include 
six miles of wires built in to pro- 
vide instantaneous temperature in- 
formation from 400 points inside and 
outside the house, within the walls, 
floors, and other parts of the struc- 
ture, and from units of the heating 
system.

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TAX FACTS 

The numerous local government 
units in Illinois literally surround 
the taxpayer with government and 
services, the Taxpayers' Federation 
of Illinois pointed out today. Illi- 
nois* 8510 local governments place 
it second in the nation; only Ne- 
braska exceeds this number. 

Every Illinois taxpayer resides in 
a county. Likewise, he lives in a 
12-grade school district, or in an ele- 
mentary school district and overly- 
ing high or non-high school district. 
Counties in turn, have been re- 
* quired to subdivide into township 
- or road districts and to delegate to 
these units the performance of cer- 
tain functions. With the exception 
of a few urban areas, every part of 
the State is also included within 
either a township or a road district. 
Unlike other types of local units, 
townships or road districts are 
never cut by county lines. 

Besides those levels of govern- 
ment that may be described as "in- 
clusive" because they cover the 
State completely, there are many 
other local governments formed to 
give additional seryice in selected 
areas. Cities, villages, and incor- 
porated towns perform governmen- 
tal services of a general nature in 
, urban areas. On the other hand, 
'special pucpose districts, such as 
Fire Protection Districts, concen- 
trate on the one purpose for which 
they are created. 

There seems to be no restriction 
on the range of duties which the 
Legislature may assign to townships 
in * the 85 township organization 
counties. Nevertheless, only a ieui 
types of services are expressly re- 
quired of 'all townships. It is their 
duty to provide general assistance 
although this obligation was not 
general' before 1931 and has been 
reassigned at various times to the 
counties. The most important other 
township function is the building 
and maintenance of rural roads and 

bridges. 

Road districts in the 17 commis- 
sion organization counties can te 
compared with townships in that 
they must construct and maintain 
rural roads and bridges. General 
assistance, on the other hand in such 
counties, is administered by the 

C °Though local governments are 
still numerous in Illinois, they are 
not os abundant as they were in 
1944 Chiefly through school con- 
solidations, local governments have

■great iirltellect and ability, unani- 
mously chose 'Washington- as the 
first president. " 

As another portion of the program 
Arthur E. Jackson, for many, years 
connected with the American Red 
■Cross, showed pictures of the dif- 
ferent services of the Red Cross be- 
sides that in times of disaster. 

He said that people just hear of 
the immediate relief given during 
disasters but never hear of the three 
months or more of work of. the Red 
Cross in getting homes for the vic- 
tims and reestablishing them in the 
houses with furniture and clothing.

Irregular Beat 
Of Heart Doesn't 
Mean Sure Death 

* 

CHICAGO — The irregular beat- 
ing of a person's heart at frequent 
intervals — or even constantly — 
doesn't. mean he's going to have a 
heart attack and die. 

In fact, one New Yorker's heart 
beat irregularly for 38 years before 
he suddenly died at the age of 94, 
"having .been most active until the 
very, last moment," a New York 
doctor reported today. 

He was suffering from auricular 
fibrillation, which Is a convulsive 
movement of the upper chambers 
of the heart. His was the familial 
type. 

He was one of 22 members of the 
same family, all of whom had au- 
ricular fibrillation. The family's 
history, covering 36 years and 113 
members of five generations, was 
outlined by Dr. William L. Gould, 
Albany, N.Y., in the Archives of 
Internal Medicine, published by the 
American Medical Association, 
' The first two cases occurred in a 
stepbrother and a stepsister. Eight 
members of the second generation 
who lived to the sixth decade or 
beyond all developed auricular fi- 
brillation. In the third generation, 
11 cases have already developed 
and. more may appear from time 
to time, Dr. Gould said. 

Only one casetlhas appeared in 
the fourth generation— in a 32-year- 
old man. who' is the youngest one 
to have the condition. So far the 
fifth generation is too young to 
show signs of the disorder. 

The usual symptoms of parox- 
ysmal auricular fibrillation are pal- 
pitation, irregular beat, "the heart 
in the mouth" feeling, weakness, 
dizziness, f .a 1 n t n e s s, and cold 
sweat. They present many prob- 
lems of diagnosis, since they usu- 
ally disappear before a doctor can 
arrive and make a diagnosis. 
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i Many voters won't be eligible to

Farmers Rely On 
Outside Earnings 

NEW YORK-Saver a third of the 
income of the notion's farm opera- 
tors and their families, is now com- 
ing from sources entirely outside - 
of agriculture, reflecting a long- 
term shift in major sources of 
farm Income and a progressively 
lessening dependence on farming 
itself as the predominant source 
of livelihood. 

The chief factor in this trend has 
been the big growth of non-farm 
job opportunities as the result of 
the expansion of the economy over 
■ the last decade and a half, but an 
appreciable and growing income is 
being contributed' by a return on 
savings and by public and private 
retirement benefits, annuities, etc. 

A special survey made by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture in 
cooperation with the Bureau of the 
Census shows that farm operator 
families had an aggregate non- 
farm income of $0.9 billions In 1955 
out of a total income of 19.3 bil- 
lions in that year. Thus nonagrl- 
cultural income represented 36 
cents of every dollar of income of 
farm operators and their families 
in 1955. 



20 Years Added To 
Lifespan Since 1900 

NEW YORK — About 20 years 
have been added to the average 
lifetime of - the American people 
since the turn of the century, ac- 
cording to statisticians. The expec- 
tation of life at birth on a nation- 
wide basis has increased to 69% 
years. 

Figures from the National Office 
of Vital Statistics indicate that the 
chances for a white man of age 
20 surviving to age 65 increased 
from 514 to 686 per 1,000 between 
1900-02 and 1955. 

At the same time, more than 
three-fourths of the men aged 50 
may now expect to reach the^ nor- 
mal retirement age of 65. The ex- 
pected lifetime of those reaching 
65 also has been extended some- 
what, the chances of living to age 
75 having increased from 545 to 
605 per 1,000. ,

Lawyers, dentists, osteopaths, 
veterinarians, chiropractors, naturo-' 
paths, and optometrists are subject 
to self -employment tax 'for social 
security coverage, according to H. 
Alan Long, Chicago's District Direc- 
tor of Internal Revenue.' 

Members of this group must pay 
the social security self-employment 
tax if their net earnings from self- 
employment are $400 or more. For 
1957, the rate of tax is 3% per cent. 
Forty-two hundred dollars is the 
maximum amount of earnings cov- 
ered by the self- employment tax. 

Self-employment tax must be 
paid each year with the Form 1040 
tax return, and" Schedule "SE" is a 
part of Form 1040. Net earnings 
reported on Schedule "SE" are re- 
corded in the taxpayer's personal 
social security account under his 
name and social -security account 
number. 

The only self-employed 1 indi- 
viduals not required by law to pay 
self -employment tax are: (Da min- 
ister of the gospel or member of a 
religious order; (2) a doctor of medi- 
cine; and (3) a Christian Science 
practitioner. 

Ministers and Christian Science 
practitioners may,, however, elect 
to pay self-employment tax.
